Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  7th  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
local  Health  and  Welfare  services  during  1965,  a year  in  the  history  of 
Blackburn  Health  Services  when  “ time  stood  still.” 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  reasonable  hope  that  the  plans 
of  previous  years  would  finally  come  to  fruition  and  the  foimdations  of  the 
new  Community  Health  Service  begin  to  rise.  By  December  the  year 
might  never  have  been  for  all  the  progress  achieved. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Department’s  resources  had  been  stretched  as 
never  before,  first  with  the  Pohomyelitis  outbreak  and  then  by  the  mysterious 
iUness  at  St.  Hilda’s  School.  This  was  followed  by  staff  absences  which 
virtually  decimated  some  sections  of  the  Department,  and  which,  by  the 
end  of  the  year  and  five  months  after  the  Poliomyelitis  outbreak  began, 
was  stni  causing  administrative  headaches. 

Since  my  arrival  in  Blackburn  in  1959,  there  have  been  a number  of 
occasions  when  I have  commented  on  the  loyalty  of  the  Health  Department 
team,  and  the  manner  in  which  they  have  tackled  various  emergencies  ; 
for  some  of  these  events  they  have  been  thanked  in  my  various  Annual 
Reports.  Yet  the  1965  report  could  not  be  complete  without  further 
mention  of  the  tremendous  support  of  all  concerned. 

The  cynic  might  say  : “ So  what  ! They’re  only  doing  their  job  ! ” 
True,  but  a Department  is  not  geared  or  staffed  on  the  assxmiption  that  a 
full-scale  emergency  will  occur  every  year.  When  it  does,  everyone  becomes 
involved  to  greater  or  lesser  degree.  And  somehow,  the  multifarious 
day  to  day  work  of  a Health  and  Welfare  Department  must  continue  despite 
its  apparent  subjugation  to  the  problems  of  the  moment.  And  a glance 
through  the  pages  of  any  Annual  Report  will  show  the  rminitiated  what  a 
complicated  busines  the  Department’s  responsibilities  are  ! 

In  the  process,  resources  are  stretched  beyond  the  limit. 

Past  experience  shows  that  every  emergency  brings  with  it  an  over- 
whelming flood  of  departmental  enthusiasm.  Most  of  this,  I agree,  “ goes 
with  the  job,”  some  as  an  escape  from  routine.  If  the  emergency  is  short 
this  enthusiasm  can  easily  be  maintained.  When  an  emergency  is  prolonged, 
as  in  the  1965  Poliomyelitis  outbreak,  however,  staff  problems  can  be  very 
difiicult. 
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During  the  initial  stages,  everyone  is  carried  upon  the  flood  tide.  If, 
after  two  or  three  weeks,  the  situation  does  not  ease,  energies  flag  and 
reaction  sets  in.  In  this  instance,  second  doses  of  vaccine  became  due 
within  three  weeks,  at  which  point  it  could  well  have  been  necessary  for 
stalf  to  be  “ dragged  up  from  the  ground.” 

In  fact,  this  never  happened,  and  by  the  time  the  third  doses  were 
due  the  system  had  become  almost  routine,  all  coping  with  the  special 
arrangements  as  though  it  was  the  most  natural  thing  in  the  world. 

To  every  member  of  the  staff  I owe  a great  debt  of  gratitude. 

Comment  in  this  Report  inevitably  concentrates  upon  the  outbreak  to 
the  exclusion  of  almost  ever3^hing  else.  The  record  low  infant  mortality 
rate,  for  example,  passed  almost  unnoticed,  but  indicates  that  life  and 
routine  went  on  apace.  Detail  is,  as  usual,  contained  in  the  various  Sections 
of  the  Report. 

To  you  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentleman,  I express  thanks  for  your 
forebearance  and  help  during  a most  difficult  year.

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Interim  Report  on  tlie  outbreak 
of  Poliom^elitiis 

during  1965  in  the  County  Borough  of  Blackburn. 
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On  the  first  of  July,  1965,  an  18  year  old  girl  was  admitted  to  Park  Lee 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  as  a case  of  meningitis,  being  subsequently 
transferred  to  Blackburn  Royal  Infirmary  on  the  3rd  of  July  with  respiratory 
distress.  This  patient  died  on  8th  of  July.  Post  mortem  examination 
confirmed  the  diagnosis  of  acute  pohomyehtis,  which  was  notified  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  10th  July.  Investigation  of  the  circumstances 
surrounding  the  case  revealed  that  she  had  developed  pain  in  the  head 
and  back,  associated  with  vomiting,  on  28th  June.  She  had  improved  on 
the  morning  of  29th  and  visited  her  dentist  about  bleeding  gums  of  one 
week’s  duration.  Later  in  the  day  she  had  rigors,  stiffness  of  the  neck  and 
worsening  headache.  She  attended  her  doctor  who  arranged  hospital 
admission.  She  had  visited  an  adjacent  seaside  town  on  Saturday,  26th  June, 
and  danced  in  the  ballroom,  but  no  other  history  of  movement  outside  the 
Borough  boundary  was  obtained.  She  had  not  been  protected  with  Salk 
or  Sabin  vaccines  although  other  members  of  the  family,  except  father, 
had  received  Salk. 

A large  number  of  contacts  were  investigated  and  kept  under  surveillance 
but  lack  of  history  from  the  patient  herself  left  a great  deal  more  unknown 
than  was  known  about  her  activities. 

Assuming  the  date  of  onset  to  have  been  28th  June,  there  was  a period 
of  23  and  26  days  before  the  next  two  cases  emerged  and  admitted  to  hospital 
on  the  21st  and  24th  July  respectively.  Both  were  from  the  same  geograph- 
ical area  of  the  town  as  the  original  case,  with  onset  dates  of  17th  and  19th 
July. 


The  outbreak  developed  as  indicated  in  Table  1.  The  third  case, 
admitted  on  24th  July  was  transferred  on  the  following  day  to  the  special 
respiratory  unit  at  Monsall  hospital.  He  was  of  the  same  age  group  as 
the  original  case  and  hke  her  had  danced  both  at  local  and  adjacent  seaside 
ballrooms.  He  had  stayed  at  the  seaside  town  from  17th  to  24th  July  with 
a group  of  teenagers.  He  became  ill  on  the  19th  and  was  assisted  home 
by  his  friends  in  a very  weak  state  on  the  morning  of  Saturday,  24th  July, 
before  being  admitted  by  his  own  doctor  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
None  of  these  three  cases  had  been  vaccinated  and  all  had  been  victims 
of  Type  1 poliomyelitis  virus. 

From  data  made  available  on  17th  August,  1965,  some  appreciation 
was  made  of  the  types  of  virus  circulating  in  the  County  Borough  during 
the  current  year.  These  were  viruses  cultured  from  specimens  submitted 
by  Blackburn  Hospitals  from  children  admitted  with  various  symptoms.

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The  vaccinal  state  of  the  population  at  the  commencement  of  the  year 
was  as  indicated  in  Table  II,  where  a comparison  is  made  with  the  situation 
prevailing  in  Hull  at  the  time  of  the  1961  outbreak. 

The  Blackburn  level  of  immunity  was  only  a Uttle  better  despite  the 
fact  that  the  normal  methods  of  persuasion  in  conformity  with  National 
Pohcy  had  been  utihsed  to  the  full  and  that  clinics  had  been  available  for 
all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  since  Salk  vaccine  was  made  available  for  them. 

Fortimately,  members  of  the  staff  who  were  to  be  under  such  heavy 
pressure  during  the  outbreak  had  been  given  booster  doses  of  Salk  vaccine 
in  the  month  preceding  the  introduction  of  the  Type  1 virus  into  the  com- 
munity and  were  adequately  protected. 

As  the  community  was  protected  with  Salk  inactivated  vaccine  or  not 
at  all  it  is  interesting  to  note  the  relationship  between  vaccinal  state  and 
incidence  in  the  53  established  cases.  Statements  made  by  patients  as  to 
their  own  vaccinal  state  was  not  always  consistent  with  the  records  held 
by  the  department,  or  by  other  Local  Authorities  who  made  searches  on 
our  behalf.  Therefore,  it  was  thought  advisable  to  quote  the  relationships 
as  in  Tables  III,  Ilia,  Illb  and  IIIc. 

On  the  basis  of  the  initial  clinical  diagnosis  of  the  53  cases  it  was  apparent 
that  Salk  vaccine  conferred  a substantial  but  not  infallible  protection  from 
the  disease  and  particularly  from  its  paralytic  complications. 

As  the  outbreak  developed  the  impression  within  the  Health  Department 
was  that  the  first  dozen  cases  were  possibly  due  to  invasion  by  Type  1 
poliomyelitis  virus  ; which,  without  exception,  caused  paralysis,  that  this 
group  was  inadequately  or  not  protected  by  vaccination  and  that  the  focal 
area  of  invasion  and  disseniination  was  on  the  N.W.  of  the  town,  centred 
about  Cedar  Street.  After  this  initial  wave,  the  whole  picture  was  com- 
plicated by  the  exhibition  of  Sabin  hve  vaccine  and  the  emergence  of  clinically 
suspect  cases  with  anomaUous  supportive  findings. 

At  the  time  of  this  interim  report  certain  virological  data  is  awaited 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  clarify  the  situation  with  reference  to  the  later  cases 
and  the  numerous  apparent  reactors  to  Sabin  vaccine. 

It  was  decided  to  saturate  the  “ primary  area  ” with  Sabin  hve  attenuated 
trivalent  vaccine  and  to  follow  this  with  a mass  vacination  programme  in 
the  town  centre.  This  would  include  aU  age  groups  over  6 months,  except 
expectant  mothers  in  the  first  three  months  of  pregnancy,  patients  receiving 
Cortisone  therapy,  and  persons  hi  at  the  time  of  presenting  for  vaccination. 

Table  IV  indicates  the  mass  vaccination  programme,  when  about 
one  quarter  of  a million  doses  of  Sabin  vaccine  were  administered.  It  lacks 
the  precision  of  Table  V (a  to  e)  which  represents  figures  taken  from  analysis 
of  the  completed  records  ; Table  IV  being  collated  from  data  assembled 
as  the  programme  progressed  and  therefore  more  approximate.  During 
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the  course  of  the  outbreak  and  as  press  coverage  increased,  movement  within 
the  town  diminished  but  the  figures  in  tables  V (b  to  e)  show  quite  clearly 
that  although  Blackburn  neither  hes  on  main  East/West  nor  North/South 
axes  of  communication,  there  continued  to  be  a substantial  influx  of 
“ outsiders  ” visiting  the  town  for  one  reason  or  another. 

This  movement  was  characteristic  of  many  of  the  cases  and  their 
associates  so  that  within  a very  short  time  over  600  contacts  were  under 
surveillance.  Of  these  only  24  were  officially  excluded  from  employment, 
18  being  food  handlers,  two  nurses,  one  fireman  and  three  excretors  of 
Wild  Type  1 poliomyelitis  virus.  Case  No.  7 was  from  a Confectioners 
preparation  and  retail  shop.  Two  siblings  were  also  admitted  to  hospital 
with  him,  excreting  Type  1 virus. 

They  were  classified  as  symptomatic  carriers  but  might  well  have  been 
classified  as  cases  vvith  early  history  of  prodromal  symptoms  not  going  on 
to  paralysis.  In  closing  down  the  business  and  destroying  stock  this  family 
was  extremely  co-operative. 

In  fact,  public-spirited  co-operation  was  very  much  in  evidence  through- 
out the  outbreak,  often  at  great  inconvenience  and  economic  loss  to  the 
individual  or  organisation  and  far  outweighed  those  incidents  of  exhibitions 
of  contrariness  which  received  publicity  and,  on  occasions,  made  control 
more  difficult.  The  general  pubhc  presented  themselves  for  vaccination 
in  an  exemplary  manner,  without  fuss  or  bother,  and  achieved  a throughput 
of  approximately  17,000  in  one  afternoon/evening  with  an  average  waiting 
time  of  seven  minutes.  Having  received  a first  dose,  all  were  given  appoint- 
ment sUps  for  their  second  dose,  on  leaving  the  haU,  and  for  their  third 
dose  on  second  attendance.  Their  helpfulness  in  appending  their  names 
and  addresses  to  the  appointment  shp  before  handing  them  in  enabled  the 
sUp  only  to  be  manipffiated  at  sessions,  the  data  being  inserted  on  record 
cards  by  a team  of  backroom  clerks  remote  from  the  scene  of  activity.  Where 
appointment  shps  were  mislaid  or  lost,  or  language  difficulties  arose,  a number 
of  pocket  tape  recorders  were  used  to  take  particulars  which  were  then 
transferred  to  the  records.  Fortunately  this  technique  was  resorted  to 
comparatively  rarely,  mainly  in  the  early  stages  before  the  press  advice 
programme  achieved  maximum  effectiveness. 

To  maintain  throughput  levels  of  2,000  per  hour  for  the  first  doses, 
up  to  80  personnel  were  deployed  as  in  Diagram  1.  Medical,  nursing  and 
administrative  staff  came  from  within  the  resources  of  the  department, 
Clerical  staff  and  marshalls  were  supplemented  with  volimteers  from  other 
Corporation  departments  private  individuals,  the  refreshment  servory 
by  the  W.V.S.  To  all  must  be  expressed  sincere  gratitude. 

In  the  intervening  periods  between  first  and  second,  and  second  and 
third  doses,  a staff  of  16  part-time  record  clerks  was  maintained  to  sort 
and  enter  over  100,000  record  cards.  Finally,  nine  of  these  part-timers 
analysed  data  relating  to  approximately  one  quarter  of  a rmlhon  doses  of 
Sabin  vaccine. 
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Within  a few  days  of  the  issue  of  vaccine  members  of  the  pubhc  and 
general  practitioners  were  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  department  cases 
of  poho-hke  symptoms  of  varying  severity  in  those  who  had  taken  the  oral 
vaccine.  Many  of  these  were  investigated  by  a team  of  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  two  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  A selected  number 
were  clinically  examined,  had  blood  samples  taken  for  viral  antibody  titre 
estimation  and  blood  count.  A throat  swab  was  taken  for  bacteriological 
investigation.  Three  specimens  of  faeces  were  also  taken  for  culture  of 
poliomyelitis  virus.  Controls  were  selected  for  18  of  31  cases  and  were 
matched  with  the  reactors  for  sex,  age,  poho.  vaccine  batch  ntunber  and 
date  of  administration,  and  each  had  blood  taken  for  antibody  titre 
estimation. 

Approximately  three  weeks  later,  cases  and  controls  had  further  blood 
samples  taken  for  antibody  titre  estimation.  The  results  of  these  test 
samples  are  awaited.  Because  apparent  vaccine  reactions  were  occurring 
at  a level  not  hitherto  reported,  it  was  decided  to  carry  out  a 5 per  cent, 
survey  of  those  persons  who  attended  for  second  doses  to  ascertain  what 
had  indeed  transpired.  As  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers  carrying  out 
this  survey  were  quite  often  deviated  from  this  purpose  to  give  advice  to 
staff  or  members  of  the  pubhc,  the  survey  was  not  precise,  nor  did  it  achieve 
the  anticipated  5 per  cent.  The  figures  are  nevertheless  interesting  and 
are  quoted  in  Table  VI  and  analysed  in  Table  VII.

Conclusions  : 

1.  A low  immunity  index  for  any  specific  disease  in  a community  will 
leave  that  community  vulnerable  to  the  disease  in  question  and  the 
only  really  effective  agency  for  stimulating  acceptance  of  vaccination 
is  Television. 

2.  In  epidemic  conditions  publicity  agencies,  however  intensively  used 
show  a time  lag  of  ten  days  to  a fortnight  before  achieving  the  community 
response  desired. 

3.  Community  response  is  never  absolute  ; there  will  always  be 
irresponsible  elements  who  will  endanger  their  fellows. 

4.  Although  there  is  general  acceptance  of  the  concept  of  mobility  of 
population,  this  is  usually  seriously  underestimated  as  Tables  Vb — Vd 
demonstrate. 

5.  The  community  implications  of  communicable  diseases  will  have  to  be 
fully  realised  by  the  new  generation  of  pure  clinicians  as  they  were  by 
the  Fever  Hospital  Medical  Superintendents  they  replaced  so  that 
patients  presenting  with  the  classical  pyrexia,  headache,  neck  stiffness, 
muscular  pain  and  weakness,  will  be  dealt  with  as  Poliomyelitis  until 
proved  otherwise.  To  allow  executive  action  to  await  a meticulous 
discrimination  between  Poliomyelitis,  Coxachie,  Echo  and  other  such 
virus  diseases  is  an  exercise  which  is  dangerous. 

6.  The  exhibition  of  Live  Oral  Pohomyelitis  vaccine  to  members  of  the 
community  induces  clinical  Poliomyelitis.  This  is  the  purpose  of  the 
exercise,  it  being  anticipated  that  the  implantation  of  the  relatively 
avirulent  strains  will  deny  living  space  to  the  “ wild  ” virus.  That 
reaction  and  even  the  more  undesireable  complication  paralysis,  may  be  a 
consequence,  must  be  realised.  Charts  demonstrate  this  possibility. 

A further  implication  must  be  looked  at  squarely  and  this  is  the  effect 
live  virus  may  have  on  the  developing  foetus  of  expectant  mothers  in 
the  first  three  months  of  the  pregnancy.  Disorganisation  of  rapidly 
developing  foetal  tissues  and  organs  is  recognised  as  a complication  of 
other  virus  infections  like  German  Measles  and  could  well  have  similar 
effects  in  the  case  of  live  polio  virus  during  mass  vaccination  campaigns. 
Tables  Villa  and  Vlllb  present  findings  the  statistical  validity  of  which 
must  be  in  doubt  in  view  of  the  small  numbers  involved  but  which 
nevertheless  is  sufficient  to  focus  attention  on  a potential  danger. 

7.  Once  live  oral  vaccine  has  been  distributed  in  quantity  in  the  presence 
of  a poliomyelitis  outbreak,  it  confuses  the  further  picture,  panicularly 
clinical  assessment  of  ensuing  suspect  cases. 

8.  Exclusion  from  work  of  all  suspect  case-contacts  is  irrational  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  dissemination  of  Types  I,  II  and  III  is  being  encouraged 
in  a mass  vaccination  campaign.  It  is  only  necessary  to  exclude  known 
excreters  of  “ wild  ” virus  or  Food  handlers  exposed  to  the  “ wild  ” 
strain.

1 Infected  Premises.  One  hundred  and  fifty-nine  private  dwelling  houses 
I comprising  four  hundred  and  fifteen  rooms,  and  one  school,  were  disinfected 
following  cases  of  infectious  disease.

Common  Lodging  Houses.  As  was  anticipated  in  the  report  for  1964 
the  number  of  Common  Lodging  Houses  has  again  dechned.  One  house, 
11/13  Birley  Street  (26  lodgers)  was  demolished  during  the  year  and  74  King 
Street  (37  lodgers)  ceased  to  be  so  used  prior  to  demolition.  This  virtually 
leaves  only  the  Salvation  Army  Hostel  in  Regent  Street  (71  lodgers)  function- 
ing as  a Common  Lodging  House,  as  the  one  at  42  Eccles  Street  is  to  be 
discontinued  during  the  coming  year.  Those  Houses  which  have  been 
discontinued  have  been  allowed  to  “ run  down  ” over  a period  and  occupants 
have  all  found  other  accommodation.  It  would  appear  that  the  Salvation 
Army  Hostel  can  cope  with  present  needs. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation.  The  survey,  begun  in  1964,  was 
unfortimately  not  completed  during  the  year,  due  to  the  Poliomyelitis 
outbreak  and  the  loss  of  two  District  Inspectors  (out  of  a total  of  six)  who 
could  not  be  replaced.  It  is  hoped  to  complete  the  survey  during  the 
coming  year. 


Smoke  Abatement.  During  the  year  one  htmdred  and  seventy-two 
smoke  observations  were  made  of  Factory  chimneys.  In  four  cases  contra- 
ventions of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956  were  foimd.  Warning  letters  were 
sent  in  each  case  followed  up  by  discussions  with  the  management.  In  one 
case  it  was  considered  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings,  the  firm 
being  fined  //lO. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 


Sewer  Control. 

During  the  month  of  April,  440  manholes  were  test  baited.  Of  these, 
38  showed  bait  taken.  In  the  period  June  to  November,  a treatment  of 
these  and  other  known  infested  manholes  was  carried  out,  275  manholes 
being  treated.  The  bait  used  was  oatmeal,  containing  paranitrophenol — a 
preservative — and  the  poison  Fluor  acetamide.  Experience  has  shown  that 
some  areas  of  the  town,  particularly  on  the  outskirts,  are  virtually  free  from 
sewer  infestation.  On  the  other  hand,  there  are  areas  which  show  consistent 
‘bait-takes’  year  after  year.  Such  areas  contain  long  lengths  of  sewers 
without  access  manholes  and  which  cannot  be  treated.  Unless  some  new 
method  of  baiting  can  be  devised,  it  is  doubtful  whether  such  areas  will 
ever  be  completely  freed  from  infestation. 

Surface  Control 

During  1965,  complaints  received  of  rat  and  mouse  infestation  was  704, 
the  highest  ever  recorded.  This  does  not  mean  a rodent  population  increase 
but  is  attributed  to  two  factors — (1)  displacement  of  the  rodent  population 
by  housing  demolition  and  (2)  pubUc  awareness  and  responsibility.  In  the 
event,  many  of  the  complaints  seemed  trivial  and  in  about  20%  of  the 
investigations,  no  signs  of  infestation  could  be  found.  The  following  table 
shows  the  details  of  the  action  taken  regarding  surface  control.

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SLUM  CLEARANCE. 


In  1963,  the  Council  decided  upon  an  accelerated  programme  of  Slum 
Clearance  and  a new  10-year  plan  was  introduced.  Under  this,  the 
rate  of  representation  was  increased  from  200  to  500  houses  per  annum. 
Nineteen  sixty-five  was  the  tlrird  year  of  the  revised  programme  during 
which  350  houses  were  represented  as  unfit  in  Clearance  Areas,  eight  as 
individual  unfit  houses  whilst  5 1 were  acquired  for  demolition  by  negotiation, 
a total  for  the  year  of  409.  During  the  first  and  second  years  of  the  pro- 
gramme, 1,107  houses  had  been  dealt  with  making  a grand  total  of  1,516 
for  the  three  years.  If  to  this  is  added  1,790  houses  dealt  with  under  the 
old  programme  (1956-1962)  a gross  figure  of  3,306  unfit  houses  have  been 
represented  since  Slum  Clearance  began  in  1956. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  re-housing  of  occupants  and  demolition  of 
houses  has  not  kept  pace.  In  many  instances,  tenants  claim  they  cannot 
alford  to  pay  the  higher  rent  of  a new  Corporation  house  and  refuse  to  move 
until  a lower-rented  house  can  be  found  for  them.  The  demolition  of  a 
whole  row  of  property  is  frequently  delayed  by  one  or  two  tenants  “ holding 
out  ” for  what  they  will  accept  as  a suitable  alternative.  Vandals  soon 
break  into  the  other  houses,  windows  are  smashed,  doors  ripped  off,  floor- 
boards stripped  out  and  the  Area  soon  resembles  a “ battlefield.”  The 
houses  become  dumping  grounds  for  rubbish  of  all  kinds.  It  is  remarkable 
that  people  will  drag  a mattress  or  an  old  settee  for  several  hundred  yards 
to  dump  in  an  empty  house  rather  than  drop  a line  to  the  Cleansing 
Department  who  would  remove  it  without  charge. 

Perhaps  the  worst  featm'e  of  these  semi-derelict  houses  is  the  element 
of  danger.  An  open,  empty  house  is  an  ideal  playground  and  magnet  to 
children  of  all  ages.  In  many  such  houses  floorboards  and  even  floor  joists 
have  been  removed,  lintels  are  loose,  walls  leaning.  The  wonder  is  that 
some  serious  accident  has  not  yet  occurred.  It  would  appear  that  the 
Corporation  has  some  responsibility  in  this  matter  and  could  be  faced  with 
a claim  for  compensation  should  injury  to  a trespasser  result. 

Further  acceleration  of  the  Slum  Clearance  programme  would  only 
exaggerate  the  present  unsatisfactory  position.  The  only  solution  is  better 
co-ordination  of  the  Departments  concerned  so  that  representation  of 
unfit  houses  could  be  speedily  followed  by  re-housing,  demolition  and 
re-development  of  the  vacant  sites.

AIR  POLLUTION 


A detailed  report  by  Mr.  J.  Pye,  Smoke  Abatement  Officer,  is  given 
below  : — 

Industrial  Sources. 

Although  some  problems  are  still  outstanding  and  new  ones  will  no 
doubt  arise,  pollution  from  industrial  chimneys  and  furnaces,  particularly 
smoke  pollution,  is  nevertheless  reaching  its  nadir. 

It  is  hoped,  however,  that  the  10th  amiiversary  of  the  passing  of  the 
Clean  Air  Act  will  see  an  overdue  review,  particularly  in  relation  to  the 
control  of  chimney  heights  and  the  recording  of  smoke  emitted  during 
hours  of  darkness. 

Installation  of  new  plant  or  modifications  to  existing  plant  were  effected 
during  the  year  as  follows  : 

Steam-raising  or  hot  water  boilers  installed  1 1 


Oil-fired  air  heaters  installed  7 

Coal  stokers  installed  2 

Oil  burners  installed 3 

New  chimneys  erected,  insulated  where 

necessary  4 

Grit  arrestor  renewed  1 


A firm  installed  a temporary  boiler  and  chimney  to  operate  in  the 
interim  between  the  removal  and  replacement  of  an  obsolete  boiler. 

Prior  approval  under  Section  3(2)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  was 
given  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  a new  coal-fired  steam-raising  boiler. 
Twenty-four  other  notices  of  proposals  to  instal  furnaces  under  Section  3(3) 
of  the  Act  were  received,  and  thirty-eight  visits  made  in  connection  with 
them.  All  proposals  were  ultimately  satisfactory. 

Twenty-five  observations  of  industrial  chimneys  were  made  during 
the  year  and  eight  contraventions  noted.  Of  these,  five  were  remedied 
informally  whilst  two  are  still  receiving  attention.  Proceedings  were  taken 
against  one  firm  for  the  excessive  emission  of  dark  smoke  (Section  1 of  the 
Act),  and  a fine  of  /(lO  was  imposed. 

A foundry  closed  during  the  year  and  the  provision  of  grit  arrestors 
to  the  cupola  furnaces  which  was  in  the  process  of  being  enforced  was 
thereby  unnecessary. 

Six  complaints  of  smoke  from  industrial  sources  were  received  involv- 
ing thirteen  visits.  All  complaints  were  satisfactorily  resolved. 
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Forty-two  interviews  were  held  with  management  or  engineers  regarding 
g general  matters  pertaining  to  industrial  installations. 

A noise  nuisance  resulting  from  the  operation  of  air-blast  burners 
3 fitted  to  a thimble  steam-raising  boiler  was  investigated.  The  noise  appeared 

ij  to  be  transmitted  from  the  burners  through  the  combustion  chamber  directly 

J into  a clad  steel  stack  fitted  with  a cowl  weather  cap,  which  caused  the  noise 

I to  reverberate  at  ground  level.  The  fitting  of  ‘silencers’  to  the  burners 

I and  the  removal  of  the  cowl  resulted  in  no  further  complaints  being  received. 

Other  investigations  included  the  emission  of  steam  and  fume  from  a 
I potato  crisp  manufacturer’s  premises  ; the  emission  of  dust  from  the 

( premises  of  a firm  manufacturing  insulating  material  ; and  the  nuisance 

i caused  by  the  incineration  of  waste  material  in  the  open  air.  The  actions 

t following  investigations  were  successful. 


Smoke  Control  Areas. 

Nos.  4 and  5 Smoke  Control  Orders  became  operative  on  the  1st  July 
and  1st  November  respectively. 

No.  6 Order  was  made  on  the  11th  August  and  confirmed  without 
modification  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  on  the 
9th  December,  the  operative  date  being  the  1st  November,  1966.  Assurances 
of  the  availability  of  premium  soUd  smokeless  fuel  caused  a withdrawal  of  a 
‘designation’,  within  the  terms  of  Section  95(2)  of  the  Housing  Act,  1964, 
which  was  to  be  applied  to  improved  inset  open  fire  coke  grates,  and  in 
consequence,  along  with  soHd  fuel,  gas,  oil  and  electric  room  heaters  and 
imderfloor-draught  fires,  once  again  attracts  a grant. 

Two  thousand,  four  hundred  and  six  visits  were  made  during  the  year 
in  connection  with  newly  installed  appliances  or  to  give  advice,  whilst  some 
four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  householders  were  interviewed  at  the  Health 
Department. 

A survey  of  the  proposed  No.  7 Area  was  begun.  Two  thousand  and 
ninety-one  survey  visits  (including  879  re-visits)  were  made  in  the  No.  6 
and  the  proposed  No.  7 Areas.  Forty-seven  surveys  of  industrial  premises 
were  also  made. 

One  notice  was  served  under  Section  12(2)  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  requiring 
works  of  adaptation  to  be  carried  out. 

Surveillance  of  operative  Areas  was  continued  during  the  year,  a nec- 
essary procedure  to  justify  the  work  and  expense  involved  in  the  making 
of  an  Order,  culminating  in  its  operation  and  to  ensure  that  the  object  of 
the  Clean  Air  programme  is  maintained.  Thirty-five  warning  letters  were 
sent  to  householders  who  had  contravened  Section  11(2)  of  the  Clean  Air 
Act.  In  eight  of  these  cases  proceedings  were  instituted  in  the  Magistrates 
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Court  and  seven  householders  fined.  One  summons  was  adjourned  sine  die. 
In  two  cases  summonses  were  not  served  as  the  householders  concerned  had 
removed.  Out  of  a total  of  five  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  forty-five 
houses  smoke-controUed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  this  is  a very  small  proportion 
of  offenders  and  illustrates  the  ready  co-operation  of  the  majority  of  house- 
holders, and  shows  that  the  need  for  ultimate  enforcement  is  minimal. 

A meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  local  branch  of  the  Coal 
Merchants’  Association,  whose  co-operation  is  greatly  appreciated. 


Detection  and  Measurement  of  Pollution. 

Measurements  of  solid  deposits  are  made  on  the  roof  of  the  College  of 
Technology  and  Design  and  in  the  Green  Lane  Area,  and  for  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  both  on  the  College  roof  and  in  the  Shads  worth  Area. 
The  measurements  are  made  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and  the  sites  are  chosen  primarily  to 
afford  data  for  that  body. 

I am  grateful  for  the  co-operation  and  assistance  given  by  Dr.  Rose, 
the  Principal  of  the  College,  and  Mr.  S.  Hargreaves  of  the  Chemistry 
Department. 


Prcxjress  Report 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 


I am  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  H.  Clough,  Divisional  Engineer  to  the  Fylde 
Water  Board  for  the  following  report  on  the  town’s  water  supply  : 

The  new  Ramsgreave  Service  Reservoir  was  opened  by  Alderman 
J.  Beardsworth,  former  Chairman  of  Blackburn  Waterworks  Committee, 
in  June,  1965.  It  now  supplies  the  northerly  part  of  the  town  consisting 
of  a strip  following  Whalley  New  Road  from  the  Borough  Boundary  at 
Wilpshire  to  the  Town  Centre. 

A new  36-in.  main  from  Ramsgreave  Reservoir  to  the  jimction  of 
Poplar  Street  and  Oak  Street  has  been  completed  along  with  a 24-in. 
extension  into  Stanley  Street.  These  have  been  in  service  for  some 
months  and  provide  an  improvement  to  the  present  supply  as  well  as 
an  allowance  for  future  demands  for  many  years  to  come. 

A further  extension  from  Oak  Street  to  Sudell  Cross  is  proceeding 
and  is  now  nearly  complete.  The  24-in.  mains  will  be  further  extended 
as  need  arises. 

The  new  pumping  station  in  Sunnyhurst  Road  is  virtually  complete 
and  will  replace  the  old  one  in  the  Throstle  Street  Cleansing  Depot  by 
pumping  water  to  the  service  reservoir  on  Revidge. 

A new  scheme  came  into  force  on  April  1st,  1965,  whereby  owners 
of  properties  supplied  through  common  service  pipes  can  have  new 
separate  services  installed  at  half  the  actual  cost,  the  remainder  being 
shared  equally  by  the  Board  and  the  Corporation.  This  is  additional 
to  any  amounts  payable  by  the  Corporation  as  Improvement  Grants. 
The  scheme  has  proved  quite  popular. 

During  the  year,  three  and  a quarter  miles  of  mains  were  laid  within 
the  Borough  principally  for  new  municipal  and  private  building  estates 
but  also  including  some  work  in  the  central  redevelopment  area. 

520  properties  in  the  Borough  were  connected  within  the  year. 

The  consumption  continues  to  increase  at  a rate  of  about  5J%  per 
annum.

DAIRIES  AND  MILK  SUPPLY. 


Dairies.  Two  htmdred  and  sixty-three  visits  were  made  to  dairies.  Twenty 
six  verbal  notices  were  given  and  thirteen  letters  sent  for  contravention  of 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations. 

Farms.  Fifty-five  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  adverse  reports 
on  milk  samples,  and  advice  given  to  the  farmers  concerned. 

Agriculture  (Welfare)  Act,  1956.  Twenty-one  farms  were  visited  in 
connection  with  the  employment  of  farm  labour. 

Milk  Vehicles.  Six  milk  vehicles  were  inspected  during  the  year.  Two 
verbal  notices  were  given. 

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1960.  Two  hundred  and 
twenty-four  samples  of  designated  milk  were  bacteriologically  examined.

Unsound  fish  is  sold  to  a fertilizer  manufacturer 
outside  the  Borough. 

Other  Foods.  All  other  unsound  foodstuffs  are  collected  and  disposed  of 
at  the  Corporation  Refuse  Destructor. 

Special  Examination  of  Consignments.  There  were  no  special  examin- 
ations of  consignments  of  foodstuffs  during  the  year.

(1st  January — 31st  December). 

Additional  Legislation 

The  Information  for  Employees  Regulations,  1964,  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  June,  and  required  employers  to  inform  employees  of  the  effect 
on  them  of  the  Act  and  the  various  Regulations.  Briefly,  an  abstract  of 
the  Act  must  be  so  displayed  that  employees  can  easily  see  and  read  it, 
or  alternatively,  must  be  supplied  with  a specified  explanatory  booklet 
containing  the  necessary  information. 

Although  The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations,  1965,  and  The 
Washing  Facihties  Regulations,  1964,  do  not  come  into  operation  until 
the  1st  January,  1966,  shortcomings  under  these  Regulations  were  pointed 
out  to  occupiers  and  have  been  recorded  as  “ contraventions  foimd.” 

Lighting. 

All  Local  Authorities  are  required  to  submit  a separate  report  to  the 
Minister  on  the  enforcement  of  the  requirement  to  provide  “ suitable  and 
sufficient  ” lighting  under  Section  8 of  the  Act,  relating  to  the  last  three 
months  of  1965.  The  report  was  to  be  in  narrative  form  and  cover  in 
particular  the  results  of  Lighting  measurements  found  in  premises  inspected 
during  the  month  of  November.  The  report  was  duly  forwarded  to  the 
Ministry  but  is  reproduced  in  full  in  Appendix  III  to  this  report. 

REGISTRATION  AND  GENERAL  INSPECTION 
OF  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  a further  142  notifications  of  employment  of  persons 
were  received  making,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a total  of  1,014  premises  on 
the  register,  a figure  still  far  short  of  the  estimated  number  that  should  be 
registered. 

Systematic  inspection  found  a number  of  premises  which  had  not 
been  notified  and  steps  were  taken  to  include  these  in  the  register. 

Work  was  again  concentrated  mainly  on  general  inspection,  280  premises 
being  so  dealt  with,  bringing  the  total  number  inspected  to  387.  Towards 
the  end  of  the  year  re-visiting  was  begun  to  ascertain  whether  or  not 
contraventions  had  been  remedied.  It  was  found  that,  in  the  majority  of 
cases,  the  necessary  work  had  been,  or  was  being  carried  out. 

Details  of  inspeaions  are  set  out  in  Appendix  I. 

Legal  Proceedings. 

It  was  not  necessary  for  legal  action  to  be  taken  during  1965.

Investigations  were  made  concerning  six  of  these  accidents  but  no 
serious  breach  of  the  Act  was  found.  Useful  advice  was  given  in  several 
cases.  The  Ministry  Report  for  the  period  ending  31st  December,  1964, 
shows  that  falls  are  the  main  cause  of  accidents  nationally,  accounting  for 
40.1%  of  the  total  notified  ; this  figure  is  borne  out  by  the  above  analysis. 


HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  PROVISIONS— 
CONTRAVENTIONS 

Cleanliness  ; (Section  4) 

Out  of  two  hundred  and  eighty  premises  inspected,  cleanliness  was 
unsatisfactory  to  some  degree  in  one  hundred  and  twelve  cases. 

Overcrowding  : (Section  5) 

In  two  cases  the  number  of  persons  employed  in  a particular  room 
exceeded  that  permitted  by  the  Act. 

Temperature  ; (Seaion  6 (2)  ) 

Where  work  does  not  involve  severe  physical  effort  a temperature  of 
16°C  (60.8®F)  must  be  maintained  after  the  first  hour.  In  eighteen  cases 
the  temperature  was  found  to  be  below  that  required. 


r Thermometers  ; (Section  6 (4) ) 

A sufficient  number  of  thermometers  was  not  provided  in  one  hundred 
B and  twenty-eight  premises. 

1 Ventilation  : (Section  7) 

Ventilation  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was  regarded  as  inadequate 
i in  thirty-four  cases. 

[ Lighting  : (Section  8) 

In  twenty  five  cases  the  fighting  of  some  part  of  the  premises  was 
I considered  to  be  not  sufficient  or  suitable.  (See  special  report  in  Appendix 
III) 

Sanitary  Conveniences  : (Section  9 — Sanitary  Conveniences  Regs.  1944) 
In  158  cases  the  Sanitary  Conveniences  were  in  some  way  unsuitable. 
In  17  cases  numbers  were  insufficient. 

Washing  facilities  : (Section  10 — The  Washing  Facilities  Regs.  1964) 

In  eighty  nine  cases  unsuitable  washing  facilities  were  provided,  whilst 
in  twenty  six  cases,  the  facilities  were  considered  insufficient. 

( Drinking  Water:  (Section  11) 

j In  all  cases  the  supply  of  drinking  water  was  found  to  be  adequate  and 

wholesome. 

Accommodation  for  clothing  : (Section  12) 

In  four  instances  only  was  there  inadequate  accommodation  for  outdoor 
clothing. 

j Sitting  facilities  : (Section  13) 

I Suitable  facilities  are  to  be  provided  at  suitable  places  for  the  persons 

employed  to  sit  when  the  opportunity  arises.  In  one  case  these  facilities 
were  not  provided. 

Seats  for  sedentary  work  : (Section  14) 

Where  work  is,  or  can  be  done  sitting,  suitable  seats,  and  where  necessary, 
foot  rests  are  to  be  provided.  In  four  instances  the  seats  provided  were 
considered  unsuitable. 

Eating  facilities  : (Section  15) 

Where  employees  in  shops  eat  meals  there,  suitable  and  sufficient 
facilities  are  to  be  provided.  In  one  case  the  facilities  provided  were  found 
to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Floors,  passages  and  stairs  : (Section  16) 

In  eighty  eight  cases  some  cause  for  complaint  was  found.  In  many 
instances  the  handrail  to  the  stairs  was  inadequate  or  non-existent,  in  others, 
worn  treads,  worn  nosings  to  treads,  defective  floor  coverings  and  badly 
worn  floor  boards  accounted  for  a number  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions. 

Fencing  of  exposed  parts  of  machinery  : (Section  17 — The  Prescribed 
Dangerous  Machine  Order  1964) 

In  one  instance  a circular  knife  slicing  machine  was  foimd  to  be 
inadequately  guarded.  This  was  remedied  forthwith. 
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First  Aid  ; (Seaion  24 — The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  First 
Aid  Order,  1964) 

No  first  aid  box,  or  an  insufficient  first  aid  box,  was  provided  at  many 
of  the  premises  inspected.  In  one  hundred  and  twenty  eight  instances, 
provisions  were  totally  inadequate. 

Disposal  of  Sanitary  Dressings  : (The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regs.  1964) 

At  ten  premises  the  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sanitary  dressings 
was  not  satisfactory. 

Dangerous  conditions  and  practices  : (Section  22) 

In  five  cases  conditions  existed  where  there  was  an  element  of  danger. 
In  two  premises  electric  wires  and  fittings,  in  two  others  broken  glazing  to  a 
partition  and  to  an  overhead  skylight,  whilst  in  the  remaining  instance  a 
trap  door  in  a floor  was  not  secure.  These  conditions  have  been  rectified. 

Details  and  a summary  of  the  contraventions  found  and  remedied  are 
shown  in  Appendix  II. 

Exemptions  from  Certain  Provisions  : (Section  46) 

No  applications  for  exemptions  were  received  or  granted. 

General : 

Like  many  industrial  towns,  Blackburn  is  in  the  throes  of  long  overdue 
re-development.  Together  with  a proposed  inner  ring  road,  this  has 
created  numerous  problems.  The  reluctance  of  occupiers  to  spend  money 
on  premises  which  have  a very  short  life  is  readily  understood.  Accordingly, 
the  Department  has  tried  to  take  a sensible  view  of  such  situations.  Where 
contraventions  were  of  a minor  nature,  such  as  the  absence  of  abstract, 
thermometer  or  first  aid  outfit  ; where  cleanliness  was  imsatisfactory  ; 
or  where  there  was  an  element  of  danger  the  law  was  fully  enforced. 
On  the  other  hand,  where  structural  alterations  were  required,  then  in 
some  cases  action  has  been  left  in  abeyance. 

Co-operation  has  been  excellent  with  the  various  sections  of  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department,  with  the  Fire  Department,  and  with  the  Factories 
Inspectorate,  particularly  on  the  matter  of  enforcement  of  borderline  cases.

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APPENDIX  III 


Report  on  the  requirements  to  provide  “ suitable  and  sufficient  ” 
lighting  under  Section  8 of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963,  for  premises  inspected  during  the 
last  three  months  of  1965  : 


Section  8 of  the  Act  requires  that  “ Efficient  provision  shall  be  made 
for  securing  and  maintaining  in  every  part  of  premises  to  which  this  Act 
applies  in  which  persons  are  working  or  passing,  sufficient  and  suitable 
hghting  whether  natural  or  artificial.” 

The  Act  also  empowers  the  Minister  to  make  Lighting  Regulations, 
but  this  has  been  deferred  until  further  information  is  available.  In  the 
meantime,  local  authorities  were  asked  to  submit  a separate  report  on  the 
enforcement  of  the  requirements  to  provide  “ suitable  and  sufficient  hghting 
vmder  Section  8 of  the  Act.” 

Without  a prescribed  standard,  each  authority  had  to  determine 
its  own,  to  ensure  that  there  is  “ sufficient  lighting  in  workrooms  to  enable 
employees  to  do  their  work  without  undue  strain  or  discomfort  and  that 
all  parts  of  the  premises,  including  corridors  and  stairs,  are  sufficiently 
well  Ht  to  prevent  accidents.” 

The  only  official  standard  that  could  be  found  was  a recommendation 
in  the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society  Code  on  Lighting.  However, 
after  discussion  with  representatives  of  the  Lighting  Department,  this 
was  considered  to  be  rather  high.  Accordingly,  a “ presumptive  standard  ” 
was  adopted,  which  approximates  to  five  sixths  of  that  recommended  in 
the  I.E.S.  code  and  has  been  the  basis  on  which  comments  have  been  made. 

All  measurements  in  these  investigations  were  taken  with  a Sangamo 
Weston  S.85  Photometer,  readings  being  the  “ electric  light  only  measure- 
ment ” {i.e.  daylight  plus  electric  light — daylight  only  readings). 

Some  instances  of  insufficient  lighting  were  found  during  the  period 
and  these  are  detailed  as  follows  ; 

(i)  Office  Premises  ; The  General  Office  of  a Wholesale  Distributors 
of  Motor  Spares.  The  Office  is  in  the  centre  of  the  main  building  with 
no  external  walls  and  no  direct  natural  lighting.  Artificial  lighting  was 
provided  by  fluorescent  lamps.  The  room  was  overcrowded  under  Section 
5 (2),  there  being  six  persons  employed  in  1,800  cubic  feet  of  space.  An 
additional  desk  had  been  placed  in  one  corner  of  the  room  and  the  reading 
on  this  working  plane  was  18  Im/sq.  ft.  The  readings  on  the  other  w'orking 
planes  in  the  room  were  satisfactory. 

(ii)  Office  Premises  : A contravention  of  Section  8 (4)  in  a Travel 
Agents  premises.  The  sanitary  convenience  in  the  basement  was  artificially 
lighted  by  a filament  bulb,  the  wiring  coming  from  an  adaptor  on  the  base- 
ment fighting  point  through  the  W.C.  door  opening  ; the  insulation  on 
the  wire  had  worn  at  this  point. 
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(iii)  Office  Premises  : A General  Insurance  Office.  Artificial  lighting 
was  provided  by  two  100  watt  bulbs  in  Room  1 and  one  100  watt  bulb  in 
Room  2,  giving  working  plane  measurements  of  1 1 and  14  Im/sq.ft.  respect- 
ively. The  desks  were  badly  sited,  the  employees  partially  shading  the 
working  planes.  Even  if  the  desks  had  been  re-sited  directly  under  the 
Lighting  points  the  fighting  would  still  have  been  insufficient.  The  walls  of 
these  rooms  were  a drab  brown  colour  in  need  of  re-decoration,  which  did 
nothing  to  enhance  the  fighting. 

(iv)  Shop  Premises  : The  basement  stairs  of  a Butcher’s  Shop,  for 
which  there  was  no  natural  fighting.  “ Borrowed  ” fight  was  negligible  and 
artificial  fight  non-existent. 

(v)  Shop  Premises  ; A Television  and  Electrical  Dealer’s  Shop.  The 
ground  and  first  floors  were  used  for  this  business  but  the  sanitary  conven- 
ience was  situated  on  the  disused  second  floor.  There  was  some  natural 
fighting  to  part  of  the  first/second  floor  staircase  but  none  to  the  second 
floor  passage.  There  was  no  artificial  lighting  in  either  case. 

(vi)  Shop  Premises  : A Business  Equipment  Shop.  Artificial  fighting 
was  by  fluorescent  lamps  giving  an  average  of  30  Im/sq.ft.  in  the  seUing 
area  of  the  ground  floor  room.  A desk  was  situated  at  the  rear  of  this 
room,  two  of  the  lamps  near  to  this  desk  being  unserviceable.  The  measure- 
ment on  the  working  plane  of  the  desk  was  10  Im/sq.ft. 

(vii)  Catering  Establishment : The  cellar  of  a licensed  premises. 
There  was  no  artificial  fighting  to  a passage  at  the  rear  of  the  cellar  and  below 
the  barrel  drop.  The  fighting  to  the  other  cellar  rooms  and  passages  was 
by  filament  bulbs  and  was  satisfactory. 

The  general  impression  was  that  most  premises  did  not  fall  far  short 
of  the  recommended  standards  in  the  I.E.S.  Code,  probably  through  the 
greater  use  now  being  made  of  fluorescent  lamps.  Older  premises  in  which 
filament  bulbs  were  fitted  were  the  most  sub-standard.  Bad  maintenance 
of  otherwise  adequate  fighting  installations,  non-replacement  of  defective 
lamps  and  inadequate  cleanliness  of  fighting  fixtures  were  other  factors 
found. 

Although  no  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  noted,  it  is  interesting 
that  perhaps  the  most  “ glaring  ” omission  during  this  period  was  found  in 
the  offices  of  both  the  Smoke  Abatement  Inspector  and  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Inspector  in  the  Health  Department  itself  ! ! Readings 
taken  at  5.0  p.m.  on  Monday,  8th  November,  1965,  showed  12  Im'sq.ft. 
on  the  desk  occupied  by  the  Shops  and  Offices  Inspector  and  8 Im/sq.ft. 
on  the  desks  of  the  Smoke  Abatement  Inspector  and  his  two  Technical 
Assistants.  The  fighting  in  these  Offices  at  that  time  was  one  filament  bulb 
of  200  watts  suspended  over  each  desk  approximately  2-ft.  below  the  12-ft. 
high  ceiling.  They  were  duly  replaced  by  fluorescent  lamps  which  now 
give  an  overall  reading  of  25  Im/sq.ft.

Of  160  cases  who  attended  the  Special  Clinic  during  1965,  125  were 
new  patients.  Types  of  cases  were  as  follows  : — 

Fifty  males  were  babies  requiring  blood  tests  for  adoption,  whilst 
the  remainder  (110  females)  were  divided  as  follows  : — 

1 case  of  late  congenital  syphillis. 

1 case  of  gonorrhoea 

43  cases  of  vaginal  discharge  requiring  treatment 

65  cases  of  discharge  requiring  no  treatment 

On  the  pathological  side  blood  specimens  were  taken  on  130  occasions 
and  routine  smears  and  cultures  to  exclude  gonorrhoea  in  87  cases.  The 
total  attendance  was  205  in  50  clinics. 

The  return  for  the  whole  of  Blackburn  dropped  from  568  to  443  cases. 
The  largest  fall  was  in  gonorrhoea — 88  cases  compared  with  140  last  year, 
the  proportion  of  coloured  patients  remaining  at  25%.  When  the  cases 
of  gonorrhoea  are  broken  down  only  4 were  teenagers,  the  overwhelming 
majority  being  over  25  years  old. 

Like  the  rest  of  the  Country,  Blackburn  has  had  an  increase  in 
early  syphilis.  There  were  6 cases  of  early  highly  contagious  syphilis  last 
year,  none  of  which,  I am  glad  to  say,  was  contracted  within  the  Borough.
